Excelloncy, but still to suppress facts of 
general importance because the placing 
of them before the public may cause some 
little excitement, isa very paternal sort of 
proceeding; and.we greatly question if the 
suppression of this report did not oreate 
greater alarm in the minds 'of residents 
here than ever its publication would 
have done, ao ee 
The report of Dr, Ayres is both an 
interesting and exhaustive one, and there 
is only one portion of it in which. we 
cannot. concur.’ In. dealing with the 
Tung Wah Hospital it appears to us th 
Doctor has seriously gone astray’ on one 
or two points of more or lez? importance, 
Speaking of the establishment of -dis- 
pensariés in the Colony, he saya, “ Sup- 
posing Government dispensaries were ex 
tablished ‘Here, there. is only a limited 
demand, and the school fet up must close 
as soon ag this demand is furnished, for 
the mex thus educated would be useless 
in their own country, where they could 
not procure the druga they were taught 
to’ use,'or only at heavy cost.” Thoso 
Bentences are not porhaps.so clear ag they 
might be, even when considered ix con- 
junction with the preceding and following 
ones, but they indicute sufficiently plainly 
that Dr Ayres hag little or no heliof in 
the training of native doctors to practise 
after Huropsan mothods His reasons 
for this lavk-of belief are. that. men 
thus educated would bo neelesa in their 
own country, where they. cotld not 
ptoaure the drugs they ‘were taught to 
tise, or only at a hearty cost” Now 
wo are bound to traverse  thexe.

The 
objection among the Chinese to the use of 
the knife, is the same with many castes in 
India, and in no "case would the Govern- 
ment permit ‘offence to be ‘given to the 
natives” by a surgedn operating against 
their wishes.. Even among Europeans ‘it 
is customary to consult the wishes of the 
patients, or their friends, and #f-an Eng. 
lishman preferred to die to being operated 
upon with a chance of recovery, J know of 
-no law to prevent it. So however absurd 
the treatment of their native doctors may 
seom, L oannot see anything to be gained 
by doing away with them, F'or the natives 
have not sunleiont confidenes to come to 
us,'and such & proceeding, in the prosont 
stato of affairs, would do more harm than 

‘ood, : 

Tho Tung Wah Hospital is to bo locked 
upon as a workhouse, is at home; it is the 
last resort of the poor and destitute, af any 
rate there they got good food, fairly olean 
and good accommodation and even luxuries 
in a Chiness point of view, such as they 
cannot get anywhere else. As to the 
treatment, it anounts to non-interferonoo, 
the prescriptions for the most part are 
composed ofsimplos, which might be eaton 
in any quantity. Tho mortality is very 
‘great, as I have shown before, because the 
Chinese refuee to go into Hospital till they 
are at the last extremity, and under such 
circumstances the best Huropean treatment’ 
could do but little good The mortality in 
this Hospital this year is less than last, 
being only 45 per cent, as compared with 
ovér 60 per cent, aa is shown in Table Ka. 
The total number admitted in 1876 was 
1,422, the dcaths 640. Many thousand 
out-patients attend yearly, and are advised 
‘and: presoribed for gratis, and: given 
medicines when too poor to procure thom. 
There were 1,746 vaccjnations performed 
this ‘yoar, and ‘this is’ the one great good 
done by this-Institution. Itis curious that 


the Chineso are far-sighted enough to see.

This year, 189 cases of Small-pox were 
received into this Hospital; of these 104 
died and 18 remained in Hospital at tho 
beginning of 1877.

VICTORIA GAOL, 

There has been. apparently a- greater 
amount of sickness in the gaol. this year, 
but this is in no way connected with the 
gaol itself, or its regulations as regards 
work or diet. . “oe : 

‘The daily average number of prisoners is 
greater by 60. than last year, end this is 
the result of e greater number of vagabonds 
and deatitutes brought down by the Canton 
steamers owing to cheap fares. Many of 
these: people ‘are sickly, diseased objects 
that had to be admitted into the gaol 
hospital as soon as they were sent in, The 
principal oauses of sicknoss! have been 
fever, diarrhosa, dysentery, foot. sores, 
and ‘general debility. This year the com- 
mission on the gaol sent in its report, it 
remains to be seen how the new regulations 
now in force will work. : 

It: appears to me a pity that a flogging 
act is notjin force the same as in India, * I 
think Jess harm: is done to the prisoner by 
a good caning than by starvation for 7, 14, 
or 21 days,.as the’case may be, on rice and

Recent reports from the central districts 
describe the: famine as getting more and 
more intens fied as time goes'on, Mr. 
Richard, writing from Gheng-ehaw-tos, 
under date. the 29th March, says the dia- 
‘|trict magistrate had informed him that their 
funds were getting yery ‘low, and had ro- 
quested a share of the remittances by 
foreigners. ‘He said .the suffering waa 
very great, and that they have not sufficient 
money to distribute or supply the gruel 
long. ‘Howlong? Tasked, ‘Tillatout 
the end of the month,’ he answered ; then 
the starvation will be very great. When 
saying this, I must say, his eyes filled at 
the prospect. 

© ¥ told-him what my idea waa, viz., that 
I should. distribute money to those who 
have pulled down their houses. Bo said 
that this was very good, but. whatever he 
has a hand in must be without distinction 
t+o-all his eaubjects; and therefore, most
